It  will  be  shewn  that  the  health  of 
the  population  is  satisfactory  and  that  the  vital  statistics  shew 
a further  improvement  especially  in  Maternal  and  Child 
Welfare. 

The  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  is  also  summarised. 
The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  is  210.

DIPHTHERIA. 

709  children  were  fully  immunised  in  1943  making  a 
total  of  4218  since  February,  1941. 

Facilities  have  been  afforded  by  the  Notts.  County 
Council  for  me  to  do  this  work  at  the  Clinic  at  Park  House 
with  the  help  of  the  Health  Visitors. 

70  per  cent,  of  the  child  population  are  now  protected  but 
it  should  be  75  to  80  per  cent,  before  the  public  safety  is  secured.

IMMUNISATION. 

4218  children  have  been  immunised  since  the  start  in 
February,  1941,  i.e.,  70  per  cent,  of  the  child  population  to  the 
end  of  1943.  None  of  these  have  died  from  Diphtheria. 
8 cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  in  people  whose  ages 
varied  from  17  to  61  years. 

MEASLES. 

1943  was  not  a Measles  year  locally.  Viz.  : 127  cases  as 
against  313  in  1942  with  no  deaths. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

127  cases  compared  with  165  in  1942  with  no  deaths. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

42  cases  notified  with  2 deaths. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

32  new  cases  of  Lung  disease  have  been  notified  in  1943 
compared  with  36  in  1942  and  5 of  other  forms  of  T.B.  as 
against  3 in  1942. 

The  deaths  were  20  as  against  18  in  1942. 

11  cases  were  written  off  as  “recovered.” 

It  is  hoped  that  mass  Radiography  will  soon  be  available 
for  all. 

There  were  more  deaths  from  Respiratory  diseases  due 
to  a small  outbreak  of  Influenza. 

CANCER. 

The  deaths  were  55 — 20  more  than  in  1942. 
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SCABIES. 

Shews  a reduction  of  50  per  cent,  in  1943. 

73  cases  were  notified  and  of  these  38  received  baths 
under  the  Authority’s  arrangements.  Soap,  ointment,  lotions 
and  disinfectants  were  supplied  by  the  Sanitary  Department. 
Clothing  and  bedding  were  sprayed  or  fumigated  and  washed 
at  home. 

Each  case  is  entered  on  a card  and  the  home  visited. 

All  cases  are  seen  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  who 
directs  the  treatment  and  gives  a certificate  when  cured. 

The  Registrar  General  has  again  reduced  the  population 
to  29,430,  although  the  natural  increase  of  the  population  is  210. 

Of  the  19  Infantile  Deaths  11  occurred  during  the  first 
month  and  this  is  known  as  the  neo-natal  mortality,  and  until 
this  is  scientifically  tackled,  the  infantile  mortality  as  a whole 
will  not  be  reduced  to  a minimum  figure. 

Some  150  births  took  place  in  County  Institutions  owing 
to  unsuitable  home  conditions.  The  manner  in  which  accom- 
modation has  been  found  for  the  extra  beds  is  highly  creditable 
to  the  management  and  staff  and  the  results  have  been  above 
criticism. 

The  unmarried  mother  has  done  her  best  for  the  child, 
and  out  of  40  such  births  not  one  child  died  in  infancy. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Of  the  28  cases  notified  in  1943  16  were  under  and  12  over 
15  years,  varying  from  17  to  61  years.  2 of  the  cases  under 
15  years  had  been  immunised  2 years  before,  one  locally  and 
the  other  elsewhere. 

There  were  only  3 deaths  and  they  occurred  in  children 
who  had  not  been  immunised  and  who  were  all  very  ill  on 
admission  to  hospital. 

THE  VITAL  STATISTICS  are  quite  satisfactory  and  shew 
a high  birth  rate — an  average  death  rate  and  a low  infantile 
mortality  rate. 

If  one  could  visualise  Carlton,  Arnold,  Burton  Joyce, 
Stoke  Bardolph,  Woodborough,  Lambley  and  other  near 
parishes,  combining  to  form  a Health  Unit,  one  could  then 
assume  that  the  combined  districts  could  afford  to  build  and 
maintain  a Maternity  Home  of  50  beds,  a Sanatorium,  School 
Clinics  and  Maternal  and  Child  Welfare  Centres.
